He said that he intended to leave 
New York foi a ten- days' hunting 
trip, after which he would make hi& 
headquarters in Wasldiigton. 

"As »oon as I get on the Job 
asrain," he said, "I intend to call a 
meeting of the National Committee 
and appoii't executive committeo. 
The work of f-haping policies for the 
future will bo largely in the hands 
of the E\ecutive Committee."

When 
it becomes r.ecessary tc open this 
pit, remove the dirt from the head 
end take out what vegetables need- 
ed. Place the ^ead back in post-, 
lion and put the dirt back in plac«v 
The Tef»«ablec>.wiU keep well in this 
manner and they will be free frori 
dift and also it is not necessary to 
destroy the entire pit In order to 
r(;niove part of the vegetables.
